Mr. Conkling reports that a large number of turf 
followers will head this way from Baltimore within 
the next few days and e<iually as many will come 
from New York. 

Plenty of activity was t’le rule again at both 
tracks toda.v and the trainers are beginning to speed 
up tlieir charges a bit. The weather was like 
summer and the good break in this respe<-t i.s proving 
beneficial to the horsemen, as they are being given 
ever.v opportunity to have their horses fit and read.v 
for the oi>eii!ng of the winter season. Incidentally 
the coming two-year-olds will he pndt.v well ad- 
vanced in their training for the Fair (Jrounds meet- 
ing, a large number of them being out on the 
track each morning. 

Sevenl large racing establishments, including 
that of Albert Simons and B. A. Jones, are said to 
l»e on the way here, the former coming from Balti- 
more and the latter from Parnell, Mo. Tiie only 
stable to get in today was that of Smith & Farrar, 
with six horses in it. They are Imzy Lou, Who 
Cares, Toto, Singleton, laidy Brummel and a year- 
ling. Stalls have been bedded for a number of 
owners for a week past, but they are slow to get 
in. due to a shortage of express horse cars in the 
nortli and east, it is said. 

JOCKEY KELSAY GETS IN. 

.Tockey W. Kelsay, who rode with much success in 
the east for former Congressman C. W. Loft tliis 
year, was an arrival to<lay. He came from Marj'- 
land and he said that pra<-ticall.v nil of tlie go."sl 
veteran riders from that s«»ction will be on hand 
here after the Bowie meeting closes. Another rider 
to get in was W. Hoag, who is connected with tlie 
Waldeck Stable. Trainer Ham Keene will liriug 
five horses of this establishment here next week. 

C. R. Ellison was among a numlK>r of the regu- 
lars to land here to;lay. He has lu'en taking a 
rest since the Kentuck.v season closed. 

Charles Hawk sold Medusa to Paul Ford, a local 
sportsman, and the latter also purchased Emiitaua. 

He is a newcomer to racing and expects to add to 
his stable as the winter progresses. 

Jockey Jimmy Butwell will ride here during the 
winter for L. J. Iteiniieimer, whose liorses rt'centl.v 
came down from New York. Butwell plans to be 
here in time for the opening of the Jefferson Park 
im*eting. Jm-key Dann.v Connell.v got in toda.v and 
lie will ride at both meetings for J. L. Solomon. 

Andy Blaktdey has obtained the services of jockey 
II. Myers, the apprentice rider tinder contract to 
W. R. Coe f.or tlie winter here. Myers will leave 
Itowie the latter part of this week to report to 

Blakeley.

Exterminator justly holds high rank among the best horses of the pre.sent day. Speedy, 
honest, always ready on fast traclK or muddy tracks, and a stayer of the old-fashioned kind, 
he is the type of horse to delight the heart of any true lover of the thoroughbred. He is 
the best horse McGee has sent to the races, and unlike his daddy is an especially good muti 
runner. McGee was an excessively fast horse in his racing career over the we.stern tracks, but 
could not run well in deep going. The ability of Exterminator in that resjiect was probably 
derived from his dam and her family in general. 

As a two-year-old Exterminator was not racefl much and attracted no great amount of 
notice. His debut was attended with success. It was in a three-quarters da.«h for maiden 
two-year-olds at Latonia June 30, 1917. This he won easily in 1 :14 ff„ but heat nothing of 
much subsequent account in racing. At Windsor July 4 he ran fourth to Jack Hare Jr., High 
Co.st and Viva America at five-eighths in I lHV/-,. At the same track July 17 he won at five 
and a half furlongs over a heavy track in 1 :13, defeating Fern Handley, Lady Eileen and three 
others. At Kenilworth July 26 he ran unplaced to Miss Bryn, Own Roe O’Neil and Salvestra 
at five and a half furlongs in 1 :07*/-„ He was fourth, with seven more behind him. That 
was all for that year, and his record did not even faintly suggest a future Kentucky Derby 
winner and a great Cup horse. 

Sun Briar was the leading two-year-old of 1917, and being entered in the Kentucky 
Derby of 1918 was taken to Louisville to be trained for that much coveted race. For a 
time glowing reports came from Louisville heralding his fine appearance, improvement 
through winter growth and good way of going in his work. Later on the tenor of reports 
concerning the progress in training of this favorite changed in tone. He answered some ques- 
tions put to him so poorly that his owner and trainer were regretfully forced to the conclu- 
sion that if they were to v/in the Kentucky Derby it would have to be with some other horse 
than Sun Briar. What special providence directed their attention to Exterminator has never 
been authentically disclosed, but when it was finally made public that Mr. Kilmer hati pur- 
chased him for the reported price of $15,000 th? transaction attracted no great attention, the 
general impression being that he had been bought a.s a helper of Sun Briar in training and in 
the big race. However, when the day of its running arrived Sun Briar was an absentee and 
Exterminator, wdth “Big Bill” Knapp in the saddle, was the Kilmer reliance. War Cloud 
was the favorite, while Exterminator w’as the absolute outsider in the betting, his $2 mutuei 
tickets returning $61.20. This did not prevent him from shocking the big crowd present in 
w’inning by a length from Escoba over a muddy track, with the filly Viva .Vmerica third. 
When the smoke cleared away it was assumed that his victory was somewhat fluky and due 
mainly to his being a superlative mud runner. Something of this reputation hung to him 
until in the Carrollton Handicap at Laurel in the fall he defeated such fast ones as The 
Porter, Sunny Slope and Tombolo at a mile and a sixteenth in 1 ;44Vr., leading all the way and 
running the first mile iu 1 :38. This race was convincing and it revealed him in the guise of 
an extremely speedy horse, as well as a notable mud runner. He w’ound up his three-year-old 
campaign by a display of versatility in winning the Latonia Cup at two miles and a quarter 
over a heavy track and the Thanksgiving Handicap at the shorter distance of a mile and a 
sixteenth a few days later. 

This year Exterminator has fully upheld his reputation of being a horse to be relied 
upon to do his best at any and all times. Having earned the distinction of being rated in the 
high weights of the handicap divi.rion, it fellows that he met his reverses, but as a rule 
he was found battling out the finishes gallantly. On the other hand, he scored his triumphs, 
the most notable probably being when he defeated Sam Hildreth’s great colt Purchase in the 
Saratoga Cup at a mile and three-quarters. Purchase went to the post a 1 to 3 favorite and 
carried 116 pounds, Exterminator having up 126. He took the lead quickly, made the pace 
fast all the way, and tied the track record when he won by a length and a half in 2 :58. One 
of his adventures that did not turn out w'ell was a trip west to Latonia last month to essay 
the capture of the Latonia Cup for the second time. It chanced that Be Frank had come 
west to run in that same race, and he performed his task so well that at the end of its two 
miles and a quarter he was two lengths in front of Exterminator, with Legal a bad third. 
However, Exterminator made amends for this disaster when he won the Pimlico Cup last 
week at the same distance and gave Royce Rools and Woodtrap an easy beating. He is 
now in winter quarters, owning the following good record:

True, tile tr:ins|)ort:ition difficulties of last .year 
have iM-en remedied and now it is no longer n task 
to reach the Itowie track. Again, the improvement 
in the grade of horses racing here has had much 
to do with keeping alive interest in the sport. 
Store horses and of better qualit.v tiian were ever 
raced here before are now seen in ilctlon at Prince 
George Park, with a resultant improvement in the 
class of racing. The springlike weather of the 
past few days has liad a beneficial effect on the 
cciirse. and it is now in fine condition. Faster time 
slieiild 1 k‘ tlic rule from now on. 

The Beach Stable’s good sprinter Flags, shoulder- 
ing the lieavy imiwst of 127 pounds, displayed a 
return to his best form when he defeated a higli- 
c’.ass band of sprinters in the Rainliow' Highweight 
Handienp. the fourth and feature race of the 
fonrtli day’s sixirt at Prince George Park this 
afternoon.

Charlie 
Ij'.vdecker. wliich lias been leaving tlie barrier 
IXiorly at this meeting, was practieally left at the 
post, and Rapid Day had little chance after the 
start. 

War Plume finall.v graduated from the class for 
iioiuvinncrs when he scored over a metliocre band 
in the tliird race, in which he proved to be much 
the best. 

Siren Maid also sconxl a decisive victory over some 
good two-year-olds in tlie second, always holding 
safe the favorite, Sandy Beal. 

Penelope, an outsider and little fancied, accounted 
for the initial race, in which she annexed u lucky 
victory from Sister Helene. The latter was un- 
doubtedly Ix'st, but was carried so wide while 
rounding tl:e last bend and entering tbe stretch 
that she could not overcome the disadvantage, . 

INTERFERENCE ELIMINATES IRISH KISS.

Taggart to win over formidable oppositiou with 
case in the fifth race. He movetl up to the leaders 
rounding the far turn and drew away to a handy 
victory in the stretch.

Irish Kiss, the 
favorite, suffered much from interference in the 
early runniug, whicii eliminated him as a dangerous 
factor. Ensor liad the mount on Tom McTaggart 
and rode a splendid race.

It was one of the last days in July, 1918. Tlie 
weather was fine and warm with very little wind, 
and moMiuito(>s were consequently plentiful. My 
trawler was engaged in a periodical boiler cleaning 
whicli rendered lier hors de combat for the time 
l>eiug, and for the past few weeks we had been 
free even from reports of the presence of the ubiq- 
uitous Herman submarine. I accordingly decided 
to have a try for salmon. 

We were anchored witliin about three miles of 
the mouth of the Ynkanka river, which was re- 
ported to be full of salmon, a fact wliich was con- 
firmed by the number of fine fisli which had been 
recently offeivtl for sale b.v the Lap fishermen. 1 
may say that very few of these were bought as 
tlie price asked was most excessive, and the only 
articles for which the villagers would exchange 
tlie fish were either clothes or whisky, of which 
<-ommodities we were disinclined to denude our lim- 
ited stocks. 

The only rod I had with me was a ten -foot split 
cane steel center, by Hardy, an old favorite which 
had done me yeoman service on many occasions; 
and though quite satisfied as to the rod I was 
rather troubled about the shortness of my line. I 
had only an ordinary trout reel, which held at the 
most fifty yards, and I f«dt very anxious as to the 
result if I should happen to hook a big fish. 

However, there was nothing to be done, so after 
I’arefnlly testing the line and soaking by casts and 
’ putting a spare line in my i>ocket in case of ac- 
cith'iits, I joined my companions in the motor boat 
and we started off at about 1 p. m. 

I have already mentioned the mosquitoes, and I 
tliink tliat a description of the methods employed 
to keep these voracious brut<*s away may be of in- 
terest (and possibly of use) to my readers, as I 
found them most effective; and when properly 
rigg***! up I was alisolutely proof against tliem and 
still aide to fi.sh without much inconvenience. 

1 liave fished in many rivers in Newfoundland 
and Nova Sratia where the raosqnitoes and black 
fly ar«‘ at limes indescribal)ly bad, an<l have bet'n 
tomiciite,! by mosquitoes in the tropics, but never 
in any place in the world have I found them so 
bad or so numerous as on these rivers on the Miir- 
inan coast of Russia in July and August. A change 
of wind from south to north will bring about a 
ra;iid fall of temperature and a miraculous dis- 
apitearance of these brutes, but as long as the 
weatlier remains warm the fisherman, unless he has 
a skin like an ox, must take steps to ward them 
off. 

DRESSING FOR FISHING NECESSARY. 

My headgear consisted of a complete covering of 
green veil; this was mounted round two light hoops 
of cane about 16 inches in diameter and about ten 
inches apart. 

Tlie upiier hoop formed the crown of the head- 
dress. wliich was worn over a uniform cap, and the 
lower hoop was at about the level of the chin. A 
strij) of talc was sewn into the netting at the level 
of the eyes to improve the view, and sufficient 
material was left at the bottom to tuck inside the 
coat all round. 

An ordinary pair of kid dancing gloves are as 
goml us anything to protect tlie hands, but they 
must not be split, as if there is a hole in them 
the mosquitoes will soon find it out. A few turns 
of a Imndage ronnd the wrists are also necessary 
and the sleeves of one’s coat should be tied down. 
The very best thing I ever used iu the way of 
gloves was a pair of india-rubber operating gloves 
as used by the misiical profession, but they are 
very apt to tear. They are, however, excellent 
wliile they hist and the exchange of a fly or a 
cast is an eas.v matter when wearing them. 

The ankles are also very vulnerable and must be 
jirotected: woolen sewks are useless, and puttec'S, 
gaiters or knee boots of some si'rt should be worn 
unless one wears waders. On one' occassion when 
I neglected to take these precautions I spent the 
whole afternoon standing in the water to avoid 
lieing bitten. 

These elaborate precautions may sound unneces- 
sary, but anyone who has oui*c attempted fishing 
without them is unlikely to repeat the experiment 
After alxiut an hour in the motor boat we landed 
at the small Lap village at the moutli of the river 
and walked up stream for about a mile to the 
main pool. 

The natives who inhabit these villages are only 
summer residents, and in the late autumn the vil- 
lages are completely evacuated and the whole pop- 
uUition trek southward to their winter quarters, 
which are situated at various places on the shores 
of, and inland from, the White Sea. They arrive 
on tlie coast early in April; as a rule an advance 
guard of men arrive first, to be followed later by 
the remainder of the men with the women, children 
and dogs. Tlie journey is made in reindeer sleighs, 
and after arriving at their summer quarters the 
reindeer are scattered over the surrounding country 
to feed, the calves being born soon after they ar- 
rive. 

The stags are picketed out in tlie same way as 
one sees goats tethered in England, but later iu 
the summer they are all let loose to wander where 
they like. They are a wonderfully game animal 
in harness and it is said that they will go on till 
they die and never give in. They are much smal- 
ler tlian the caribou of Newfoundland, the stags bi‘- 
ing seldom as big ns an English red deer, but they 
are, as far us 1 cun see, the same animal. 

The La|is themselves are a peaceful, contented 
race, living a simple life, never doing overmuch 
work and apie-aring in these days to possess all the 
lu-cessaries of life in abundance. The men are 
short, sturdily built lot, but on the feev occasions 
when attemptwl to iiurcliase small things from 
them they would never agree to a bargain without 
first referring the matter to their wives, who 
seemed to he tla? ruling factor in such matters. 

.\s this refereii*-e to the fair sex invariably re- 
sulted ill a rise in the price, I was driven to the 
i-onclusion that they must be rather a “hen-pecked” 
race. 

Except for the difficulty they had in getting food 
iind clothes, tliese pinqile seem to have Ix-en quite 
iintouclusl by the great Euroi>eaii war, and neitlier 
they nor the Finns were affected by the mobilization 
of the Russian forces during 1914 and 1915. 

IDEAL WATERS FOR SPORTSMAN, 

The river which we intended to fish is. like all 
rivers in these latitudes, of a fluctuating size. 
IHiring the first thaw iu the spring an imnien.se 
amount of ice and water comes down, and the river 
overflows its banks and becomes a roaring tor- 
rent. As this gradually subsides the river occupies 
a defined bed iu the center of its course and its 
banks iu summertime are composed of polished 



masses of granite rock of all sizes and shapes. 
It is easy to imagine that banks of this sort do not 
afford eas.v walking, and progress up and down 
the river is slow and difficult, while an attempt 
to follow a fish for any distance would be hope- 
less. Fishing from the bank consists here of 
sitting or standing on a prominent rock, whose 
acces,s requires an activity only slightly less than 
that of a mountain goat. 

The point for which we were making was the 
head of the only large pool which as far as I know 
exists iu this river, which above this goes for 
miles in an endless succession of rapids, and if 
you have time and endurance enough you will even- 
tually reach a large lake. 

At tlie point where the rapids terminate the Laps 
had constructed a most ingenious bridge across the 
river, which at this point was quite 300 yards 
wide. I.arge posts were driven into the river beil 
at intervals of about fifteen feet, and a single 
plank bridge about eight Inches wide was lashed 
to tiiese uprights. Resting against and secured to 
these was a complete barrage of smaller stakes 
about two inches in diameter and about two inches 
apart, which were driven slantwise into the bed of 
tiie river iu an upstream direction. Tliis made it 
impossible for a fish of any size to get ui>stream 
except by jumping over the bridge, which was 
about five feet above the ordinary level of the 
river. There were three large traps in this for- 
midable erection, but how exactly these were con- 
structed I was unable to see. The fact remains 
that twice a day the natives would arrive and clear 
tliese traps with a large landing net, and when- 
ever this was done when I was present there were 
several good fi.di in each trap. 

■ A few years of this sort of trapping would in- 
evitably ruin the salmon fishing altogether, one 
v.’ould think, but I was delighted to see a fish of 
about fifteen pounds jump clean over the whole 
bridge within twenty yards of where I was standing 
fishing. 

So perhaps they are better able to look after 
themselves than one imaglnesl 

The outing which I am attempting to describe 
was an ideal one, and will always be a red-letter 
day in my memory. Soon after we arrived at the 
pool the wind sprang up from the north just 
strongly enough to drive the mosiiuitoes away, and 
for the rest of the afternoon we were able to dis- 
•artl our nets and fish unluimpered in any way, 
which was a great help and contributed enormously 
to the enjoyment. 

THE FIERCE FISH WHICH GOT AWAY. 

We ranged ourselves along the bridge and made 
preparations to begin. I had not got my roil 
together Iwfore I saw a big fish break surface about 
thirty yards below me, and it was with great hopes 
and some misgivings as to my short line that I tied 
a gowl sized “silver doctor” onto m.v cast and, 
after a few iireliminary casts to soak my line, 
offered him the lure. 

It is not often that one is literally succes-sful 
with a first cast, but on tliis occasion he took it 
like a shark and in a second my iwl was bent 
double and my small trout reel was fairly shriek - 
ng out . 

There was never any doubt as to where this fish 
was bound for; he was going back to tlie salt water 
from which he had evidently only just arrived, 
where there were no gaudy lures with hooks in tliem 
to annoy him. -4nd there was never really any 
doubt at all that he would get there. 

I checked him with about a half dozen turns 
of line still on the reel, and for a brief moment 
I thought he was coming up again. But he changed 
his mind, and after a prodigious leap into the air — 
he looked enormous — ^he started off down stream 
again. The reel hummed out for a few more turns 
and tlien stopped, and a second _ later came that 
terrible feeling which all fishermen must have ex- 
Iierieiiced at some time and must dread. Tlie rod 
suddenly straightened and my heart stopped beatin; 
for several minutes, so it seemed, till a limp feel- 
ing came over me as I realized that he had really 
gone. And it was even worse than 1 thought; 
the line iiad parted right on the reel itself, and ex- 
amination showed thai as it ran out it had literally 
worn a groove in one of the guards of the reel 
and then been cut on the ragged edge of the 
groove as if by a knife. 

1 knew that something would go and I had lioiied 
it would be the cast, but no such luck. I had lost 
the whole of my line as well as my east within ten 
minutes of arriving at the pool. It was a terrible 
catastrophe and one which I could ill afford. 

Stiil. I had m.v spare line and I set to work to 
wind it on to the reel and get to work again as 
soon ns ixissible, btdng careful on this occasion to 
lead the line outside the damaged reel guard to 
prevent the same thing hapiiening again. 

1 riKommein-ed fishing in practically the same 
place, but for the next half hour or so nothing 
was seen. 

1 then changed my fly to a smaller sea trout 
fly, a red body and white wing, and continued 
fishing close under the bridge. At almost my first 
cast I was into a good fish, but I think it was 
more the change of ground than the change of fly 
which caused this. I have never found tliat there 
is much choice in flies in this part of the world, 
the chief thing to get the fly over the fish and to 
allow it to go down stream v.ith little drag on it. 
I landisl this next fish without trouble after about 
ten minutes and he proved to be a fine one of 
about five iiouuds. A quarter of an hour later I 
had caught another of almost the same weight, and 
as I was gaffing this I disturbed a much bigger 
one which was lying almost underneath where I 
was standing. 

I marked the place on the plank, and having 
safely deposited my fish behind a large roc-k on dry 
land, I returned to try for the bigger one. 

KEEN STRUGGLE AND A FINE PRIZE. 

It was not an easy matter to offer this fish the 
fl.v, as he was lying so close to the barrage; but 
after several attempts I managed to flick my fly 
into the required position and he took it at once. 
He went straight down stream and I had visions 
of a repetition of my first adventure; but I man- 
aged to check him at about forty yards and he 
tlien contented himself with darting from side to 
side and attempting to bore to the bottom. 

His efforts were most gallant, but after about 
twenty minutes he was obviousl.v tiring, and I be- 
gan to pn.'ss him more and more, till eventually 
I had the satisfaction of bringing him to the sur- 
face, where he lay on his side. Thinking he was 
quite beat I reeled in until he was close under the 
bridge, but the sight of me on tlie bridge above 
him put new life into the fish and with a last 
effort he dashed under the planks, taking a complete 
turn round one of the upright posts supporting the 
bridge. 

He lay exhausted on his side, the cast finnly 
round a rough timber post, and it was obvious that 
even a kick would be sufficient to part the cast, 
which was only a single gut. I realized that the 
situation was desperate and that no time was to be 
lust, and so, shouting to one of my companions 
to come and liold my rod. I lay down on the plank 
and gently slipped the long gaff into the water 
above him. 

He was lying about two feet below the surface, 
and so, carefully measuring the distance, 1 struck 



at him and managed to gaff him just below the 
shoulders. He gave a tremendous kick and the cast 
parti'd like a bit of cotton, but I had him up on 
the bridge in a second and iny companion and I 
literall.v fell upon him. 

My gaff was a home-made one, not a good shape, 
and it was no easy task to carry the struggling fish 
along the narrow, badly constructed bridge to the 
bank. My companion endeavored to hold his tail 
while I held the protruding imiut of the gaff in one 
hand and the handle in the other, and in this way 
we made our perilous passage toward dry land. 

As luck had it the last iilank was particularly 
narrow and uneven, and one of us nearly slipped in, 
disturbing the bulanc-e of the other, so that for a 
moment the fish was left hanging on the gaff. He 
took full advantage of this and with a last de- 
spairing struggle flung himself clear of the gaff 
and lauded in the water below Tliere he lay on his 
back in a sort of backwater, drifting slowly down 
the stream, and my feelings can be better imagined 
than described. 

My companion, however, was equal to tlia occa- 
sion; he was off the bridge and into the water in a 
second, and actuall.v picked the fish out of the water 
as it drifted down, and it was safely landed. After 
a coup de grace with the butt of the gaff it was 
left with the other two in a place of safety. It 
weighed fifteen pounds and was a lovely deep, 
fresh -run fish, and the best I caught that year. 



My companion's rescue was truly a wonderful per- 
formance, and if it had not been for him the fish 
would have been lost. We fished till about 9 p. m., 
and then reluctaaitly gave it up and returned to our 
ships. 

I caught three more fish, one of twelve pounds, 
which was not so fresh-run, though quite a sporting 
fish; another of nine iiounds, which was iu excellent 
condition, and one more of five pounds, my total 
creel being six fish weighing fifty-one pounds and 
total time of fishing about six hours. 

My two companions between them caught five 
others, none very large, and two or three lieautiful 
bniwii trout of about two pounds weight each, and 
we returned to our ships that night with a great 
feeling of contentment. 

I caught several other fish in the same pool that 
year, but never had a day like this again, though 
I have no doubt that the same could be eipialed or 
bettered without difficulty, especially if one had 
a more suitable rod and more time. 

The best fish landed from the bridge that year 
on a rod weighed twenty-two pounds, but fish of 
thirty pounds and more are caught in the nets and 
traps by the Laps. 

The one that broke me was perhaps one of these, 
and I am sufficiently a fisherman to believe that he 
was nearer thirty than twenty pounds in weight. — 
Capt. H. A. I.ai F. Hurt, C. M. G., in Badminton
